People in Politics

It somehow seemed last 
month that May became No- 
vember due to the “raw” 
weather on our spring-time 
election-day primary. Despite 
the address change of Precinct 
#4 from St. Stephen Martyr 
Church to the West End Li- 
brary and the change of Pre- 
cinct #3 from St. Paul's Epis- 
copal Church to the American 
Association of University Wo- 
men's building and the com- 
plexity of the ballots, Foggy 
Bottom voters turned out at 
the polls in each of our three 
precincts. | 

On that first Tuesday in 
May, every registered voter 
had the opportunity to cast a 
ballot -within their political 
party (i.e., Statehood, Rep- 
ublican or Democratic) and 
for numerous positions or ca- 
tegories (e.g., for President, 
Delegate to Congress, Party 
«Committee, etc.). 

By May 9, 1988, excluding 
-the “absentee and special” bal- 


lot count results, some 60 Re- 
publicans and 104 Democrats 
had cast their ballots at 
Precinct #2 (Concordia United 
Church); 223 Republicans and 
381 Democrats at Precinct #3; 
and 83 Republicans and 173 
Democrats at Precinct #4. 

If one combines the Foggy 
Bottom Presidential Primary 
Precinct tallies, then the De- 
mocrats had Gov. Dukakis 
leading with 69% of the votes 
cast, the Rev. Jackson with 
23% of the votes cast, and the 
remainder split between U.S. 
Senators Simon and Gore, 
U.S. Representative Gephardt, 
and others. 

Those who will represent 
Dukakis in Atlanta will be led 
by Betty Ann Kane and Jim 
Nathanson. Those who joined 
ranks with the Jackson forces 
will be led by Nadine Winter 
and David Clarke. On the Re- 
publican side it looks that Vice 
President Bush in New -Or- 
leans will have a team headed-

up by Michael Doud Gill and 
Lois DeVecchio. 

While all political parties 
(i.e., Statehood, Alvin Frost; 
Republican, William Reed; 
Democrat, Walter Fauntroy) 
fostered candidates to be se- 
lected as the District's Delegate 
to Congress (the only public 
office voted for on the May 3 
ballot) the Democratic nomi- 
nee was resoundingly returned 
to serve the District and (we 
hope) the Foggy Bottom com- 
munity. 

As far as the Democratic 
and Republican party commit- 
tee selections were concerned, 
it is certain that John Hech- 
inger and Sharon Pratt Dixon 
will be returned as the De- 
mocratic National Committee 
Man and Woman, and that 
Michael Doud Gill and Lois 
DeVecchio will continue to 
represent their opposites for 
the Republican Party. 

Please keep in mind that this 
process continues — and that 
we have another City Council 
primary coming up in Sep- 
tember prior to the overall 
elections in November.

Summer’s here!’ Naturally, 
you want to be outdoors but it 
seems you’ve been to the She- 
nandoah mountains a thousand 
times, and you don’t feel like 
being sticky and sweaty at the 
beach. 

If that’s how you feel, try a 
trip to Virginia’s Westmoreland 
State Park. 

Westmoreland State Park lies 
where the Potomac River widens 
and the shoreline rises up into 
the Horsehead Cliffs. This park 
offers two things you’re unlikely 
to find in most state recreation 
areas — a swamp walk and fos- 
silized shark’s teeth. Of course, 
the park has more conventional, 
man-made attractions. As you 
stop at the park’s visitor center 
you can pick up information 
that tells you about the picnic

areas, pool, beach, and boat 
ramp. But for me, the real in- 
trigue of the area is its natural 
attributes. 

Two of its best are near the 
visitor’s center. Going past the 
center, take a right at the first 
road, and park at the first park- 
ing area. Walk a bit farther up 
the road, and to your left will be 
a meadow at the top of the cliffs. 
There you can sunbathe while 
watching fishing boats trawl the 
river for their catch. The best 
time to be there (in my opinion) 
is in the morning, before the sun 
gets too hot. 

Across from the meadow, is 
the nature trail that leads to the 
swamp and fossil beach. The 
trail isn’t strenuous — at first 
you'll be walking down the 
backside of the cliff until the

trail bottoms out at the swamp. 
The swamp has a bridge built 
over its murky waters, to a look- 
out in the reeds. I suggest tak- 
ing the sidetrip because it’s un- 
usual to be right over the water 
able to look at the minnows, tur- 
tles and salamanders that call 
this swamp their home. Stop at 
the lookout for a few minutes 
to listen to the bullfrogs croak 
while dragonfly wings flash in 
the sunlight. 

Next, head back for the main 
trail, and walk the short distance 
to the beach. Follow the beach 
to the trough where the black 
waters of the swamp dump out 
into the Potomac. Scrounge 
around for awhile and you 
should discover shark’s teeth, 
plant fossils and other remains 
left from when the Miocene Sea 
covered the area 127 million 
years ago. A word of warning — 
make sure your shoulders are 
covered or you have plenty of 
suntan lotion on. Leaning over 
looking for fossils can result in 
a mean sunburn.

_If you decide one day isn’t 
enough for this park, house- 
keeping cabins and camping 
grounds are available. The camp- 
grounds are busy, but ample, 
and have restrooms and show- 
ers. The real find, however, is 
the log-cabin style housekeeping 
cabins. They rent by the week, 
and have fireplaces and rustic 
furniture. The other concrete- 


-block cabins aren’t so bad either 


— but avoid the overnight ca- 
bins. (They’re in the camp- 
grounds and right next to the 
bathrooms. They’re clean, but 
noisy and are not truly ‘‘over- 
night.’’ You have to rent them 
for a minimum of two nights.) 
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Whatever housing you choose, 
make reservations early. 

Inns and motels are also 
around the area, and look to be 
o-k. 

One argument for staying 
over in the area is it gives you 
the opportunity to explore the 
surrounding tidewater region 
with its tiny historic towns, and 
old plantations. 

Getting there is easy. Take 95 
south to Fredricksburg, and 
then take Virginia 3 east to Vir- 
ginia 347. Turn left (north) and 
follow signs. It’s open year- 
round but some activities are 
seasonal. For more information 
call (804) 493-6167.
